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INTRODUCTION 


The Early Childhood Services (ECS) Branch was 
established by the Government of Alberta, March 
1973 to assist in providing support for child 
development programs to eventually include 
children O-8 years. The branch coordinates the 
services provided by  variouS government 
departments and related agencies in helping to 
meet the needs of preschool children and their 
families. ECS provides opportunities for young 
children to develop, for parents to enhance their 
parental understanding and skills, and for com- 
munities to develop cooperative plans to meet the 
needs of parents and children. 


Structurally the branch is part of Alberta Education. 
However, it functions in close association with 
Alberta Social Services and Community Health and 
Alberta Advanced Education and Manpower. A 
Provincial Coordinating Council composed of 
representatives from governmental departments, 
educational associations, and members of the 
public provides policy recommendations to the 
Deputy Ministers of the participating departments 
on matters relating to Early Childhood Services. 


The primary objective of the ECS program is to 
strengthen the dignity and self-worth within the 
child and his/her parents. There is substantial 
evidence to indicate that environment plays an 
important role in a child’s development. As a result, 
home and community influences should be as 
constructive and as enriching as possible. 


Early Childhood Services has as its priorities those 
programs that attempt to meet the requirements of 
preschool children with special needs. 


Consultative Services: 


The major purpose of Early Childhood Services 
Consultants is to assist local school boards and 
community operators to develop and implement 
comprehensive programs. Alberta Education 
through its ECS Branch Consultants and Alberta 
Social Services and Community Health through its 
Parent Development Unit Consultants have provid- 
ed regional assistance to local ECS operators. 


Through consultation, information was provided to 
individuals and groups about ECS philosophy, aims, 
and objectives. ECS Branch Consultants have 
helped to develop open lines of communication and 
cooperation with government departments, com- 
munity agencies, and local ECS groups in promoting 
appropriate programs for young children and their 
families. Withtn ECS programs, ECS Branch Con- 
sultants work to coordinate various agency services 
for children with special needs. Geographically, the 
province is divided into six zones. These zones are 
further separated into thirteen regions (See map on 
page). During the past year, at the regional level 
Consultants focused on_ identifying regional 
resources and sponsoring regional exchange of 
information amongst operators of ECS centres. 


ECS Branch Consultants recommends persons for 
permanent teaching certificates, Letters of Authority, 
and Interim Permits. 


The Parent Development Unit (PDU) was transferred 
from Alberta Recreation, Parks and Wildlife to 
Alberta Social Services & Community Health during 
November, 1975. This move has increased the 
opportunities for Parent Development Consultants 
and other Social Services and Health Consultants to 
work together in response to ECS operators’ needs. 


PDU Consultants have provided consultative 
assistance to ECS operators with orientations for 
parents, organizing Local Advisory Committees, and 
programming for parent involvement. 


Field Administrative Officers (FAO) of the Field 
Services Branch of Alberta Education conducted a 
number of budget clinics throughout the year to 
familiarize ECS operators with forms and 
procedures. As well, FAO’s and the Accountant for 
Special Programs, Alberta Education Finance, 
Statistics, & Legislation Branch, received and 
responded to a variety of operator requests for 
information regarding financial matters. 


At the local level many District Home Economists, 
Special Education Consultants, Services for the 
Handicapped Consultants, and Recreation Con- 
sultants have provided workshops, seminars, and 
planning aids to operators in programming for 
parents and children in such areas as nutrition, 
programs for children with special needs, and 
physical development of children. 


Program Highlights (Changes and Developments: 
1975/76) 


During the 1975-76 program year the Proposal 
Review Committee examined and _ approved 
applications from over 740 centres for services to 
approximately 28,000 children. Communication 
with all the ECS operators regarding program 
requirements, ECS grants, teacher certification and 
approval of programs was maintained. 


Programs for children with handicaps are the 
highest priority in Early Childhood Services. This 
past year 990 children were approved for special 
programs. 


“System applications’’ were developed for use by 
eleven operators on a trial basis for 1976-77 
program year. This allows an operator to make one 
application for all its ECS Centres. 


Procedures for applying for the annual renewal of 
program approval were simplified to permit ECS 
operators greater flexibility in the reporting format, 
earlier release of grant monies, and more effective 
local program planning. Generally, there was 
growth in parent program activities during the year. 
Numerous ECS programs included parent programs 
for better parent-child home interaction, family and 
community interaction, and sharing of information 
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In-home programs have shown a steady increase in 
number. Several dozen ECS operators include 
planned home visits to complement their centre 
programs. Six operators scheduled regular home 
visits throughout the year to assist parents in 
becoming more effective developers of their own 
children. A change in ECS regulations recognizes 
that home visits by trained staff may be considered 
part of an ECS program for grant purposes. 


An inter-disciplinary steering committee has been 
established to commence work on an evaluation of 
the provincial ECS program. Terms of Reference for 
the evaulation are being formalized. It is anticipated 
that the views of all ECS operators, health units, 
post secondary institutions, as well as other 
agencies and groups will be polled by the steering 
committee in order to determine the scope of the 
evaluation. 


Program Assistance: 


Six provincial program development committees 
continued their work under the guidance and 
direction of the Provincial Early Childhood Services 
Coordinating Council and appropriate branch staffs. 
The Committees are Information Program, 
Children’s Program, Parents’ Program, Physical 
Resources Program, Community Resources 
Program, and Evaluation Program. Each is com- 
posed of representatives from Early Childhood 
Services’ participating departments, parents of 
young children, local ECS staff, child development 
specialists from colleges and universities, and 
representatives from community service agencies. 
Each committee refers identified program develop- 
ment needs from the field to Coordinating Council 
for approval. Progress reports on _ respective 
program development activities were also made to 
Coordinating Council. Each committee worked 
under the direction and supervision of the ap- 
propriate branch to meet the identified needs in 
each program area. Several publications for 
operator reference were produced including a 
slide/tape on Program evaluation, a Physical 
Resources Guide, a Community Resources Guide, 
and a children’s program statement. 


ECS Newsletters and ECS Program Highlights were 
distributed to community and school board 
operators, local advisory committee chairpersons, 
field staff of ECS participating departments and 
other interested persons. The Program Planning 
Manual and In-home Program Planning Manual 
were revised. 


In order to assist local operators in the development 
of home-based ECS programs, the ECS Branch 
Resource Centre collection of program planning 
materials was substantially increased. Materials 
received wide circulation among program com- 
mittee members and consultants. A specific collec- 
tion of materials was assembled to aid consultants 
in their work with operators developing in-home 
programs. 


The Parent Development Unit conducted a series of 
training workshops at Calgary and Edmonton to 
prepare 75 instructors for Positive Parenting 
courses. The PDU also sponsored 37 parenting 
courses and seminars for over 700 parents. 


The Alberta Educational Communications Authority 
(AECA) and ACCESS Television developed and 
produced a series of 44 seven-minute ‘Take Time”’ 
programs for day-time parent viewing and local 
staff development use. Development work has 
begun by ECS and ACCESS to produce a series of 
thirteen half hour programs about child develop- 
ment for release during the coming program year. 


The School Buildings Branch of Alberta Education 
assisted a number of community operators through 
the provision and location of 25 portable classrooms 
in cases where other suitable facilities could not be 
obtained. 


Studies, Surveys and Other Activities: 


Progress reports from the Task Force studying 
competencies required by persons working with 
young children were received by Coordinating 
Council. A final report is expected in September, 
1976. The Task Force studied the attitudes skills, 
and knowledge that are necessary for individuals to 
work effectively with young children, parents and 
communities. 


ECS is currently conducting a descriptive study of 
programs in designated disadvantaged areas. 


A study to determine the reasons for non- 
participation in ECS programs in zones 1 and 2 was 
completed by the ECS Consultants located in these 
two zones. The study found that the most common 
reason for non-participation was either no facility in 
the community to accomodate the program, no 
program organized by the local community or school 
board disinterest. Very few parents withheld their 
children from an ECS program because of disagree- 
ment with the philosophy of ECS. 


The School Act was amended to allow school 
boards to contract for programs and services with 
incorporated community groups to provide Early 
Childhood Services programs. 


Program Concerns: 


A number of ECS operators experienced difficulty in 
identifying and accessing community resources. In 
some instances heavy demands on community 
agencies strained agency capabilities while in other 
communities a lack of resource agencies restricted 
program services. The result of these conditions has 
been an uneven delivery of services to communities 
throughout the province. Efforts toward regional 
coordination of services is continuing. 


Alberta Social Services and Community Health is 
developing a model to screen young children for 
physical, intellectual, and emotional handicaps. 
Program resources for such children will be 


required. In a number of areas throughout the 
province ECS operators and health units have 


worked very closely in screening activities, plan-. 


ning, and implementing programs. 


The function of Local Advisory Committees varies 
throughout the province. Generally, large urban 
school boards have experienced difficulty in 
delegating responsibility for programming to meet 


local community needs. However, the system 
application procedure adopted by many urban 
boards has increased planning input from parents 
and community agencies. 


Continued difficulty in recruiting fully qualified ECS 
instructional staff indicates a need for staff develop- 
ment and accredited training courses in rural areas.

COMMUNITY SCHOOL OPERATION MANUAL 
(1972) 


This manual was prepared originally for the In- 
glewood Community Association of Calgary, as a pre- 
school pilot project in 1972. It describes a practical 
approach for programming for children, for parents, 
and for community education. Sections of the booklet 
dealing with setting up a centre are particularly well 
written and well illustrated. 


OPERATIONAL PLANS FOR EARLY 
CHILDHOOD SERVICES (March, 1973) 


This paper is intended to be an operational policy 
statement by the Government of Alberta with respect 
to Early Childhood Services. The paper states the 
Government’s philosophy, policies and priorities on 
the many aspects of implementing a phased-in 
publicly supported program of Early Childhood 
Services. Each policy statement is followed by a brief 
explanation which outlines the reason for supporting 
the particular position. 


EARLY CHILDHOOD SERVICES COMMUNITY 
RESOURCES GUIDE (June, 1976) 


This booklet is sub-titled ‘How to Find And Use 
Resource People For Your ECS Program”. It outlines a 
procedure to follow in identifying human resources 
available in any community. It also discusses how to 
set up a resource inventory that will aid an operator in 
linking appropriate resource people to programming 
needs. 


EARLY CHILDHOOD SERVICES PHYSICAL 
RESOURCES GUIDE (June, 1976) 


This guide is designed to assist operators in the 
selection and organization of physical resources for 
their programs. It includes descriptions of many 
materials which can be used in activities for young 
children. Also included is the discussion of the 
importance of play for young children and a section 
on selected references. 


EARLY CHILDHOOD SERVICES PROGRESS 
REPORT (March, 1973 - June, 1974) 


This report covers approximately the first year of 
Early Childhood Services implementation in 
Alberta. Included are a statement of the ECS 
mandate, statement of activities, statistical data on 
ECS centres, and a field study abstract. 


EARLY CHILDHOOD SERVICES PROGRESS 
REPORT (September, 1974 - August, 1975) 


This report covers the second year of Early 
Childhood Services implementation in Alberta. 
Inculded are a statement of ECS activities, descrip- 
tion of the grant structure, list of ECS personnel, 
and program enrollment statistics. 


OPPORTUNITIES FOR INFANTS (November, 
1972) 


This policy-discussion paper was prepared at the 
request of the Government of Alberta to provide 
background to policy-makers and others about the 
quality of opportunities available to young children 
in Alberta. Included is a treatment of early 
childhood research relevant to pre-school oppor- 
tunities and recommendations for providing ser- 
vices to young children. This paper was instrumen- 
tal in the government's decision to implement a 
program of Early Childhood Services in the 
province. 


ORGANIZING AN ECS PROGRAM (April, 1976) 


This program planning manual describes the steps 
necessary to organize an ECS program. It includes 
suggestions for organizational meetings, staffing, 
arranging for facilities, arranging for transportation, 
acquiring equipment and materials, etc. Of par- 
ticular significance are the sections related to 
developing a local decision-making mode! and 
formation of a coordinating committee or council. 


ORGANIZING AN ECS IN-HOME PROGRAM 
FOR YOUNG CHILDREN AND THEIR FAMILIES 
(Interim Edition May, 1976) 


This manual is intended to raise questions and 
provide some insight into organizing a home visiting 
program for families with young children. It will also 
be of value, however, to centre-based programs 
wishing to broaden the scope of their services to 
include home activities. Included in the manual are 
a treatment of a) steps to organize an in-home 
program, b) staffing and staff in-service, and c) 
conducting home visits.
